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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 4-7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Oka 
(2002/0035337). 

With respect to claim 4, Oka shows a heart sound microphone (12), a smoothing device 
(66), a squaring device (68); and a start - point determining device (70, Para 0043), a pulse wave 
detecting device (28) which is adapted to be worn on the subject to detect the pulse wave which 
propagates along the artery of the subject, a pulse wave propagation velocity relating information 
obtaining device (72) (Fig. 1). 

Regarding claims 5-6, Oka further shows the pulse wave propagation velocity relating 
information-obtaining device comprises a pulse wave propagation time determining device and a 
pulse wave propagation velocity-determining device (Para.0070). 

With respect to claim 7, Oka further shows an output device (52). 

Regarding claim 9, Oka shows the heart sound detecting apparatus further comprises a 
high pass filter (Para.0069). 

The statements of intended use have been carefully considered but are not considered to 
impart any further structural limitations over the prior art. 
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The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 10-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a system including a 
the heart sound detector, a smoothing device, a squaring device, a start point determining device, 
a pulse wave detecting device, and a pulse wave propagation velocity relating information 
obtaining device all in combination with the start-point determining device that determines the 
start point of the first heart sound I based on the squared amplitude being greater than the 
threshold value. Oka shows determining the timing of the aortic valve closure based on the 
second heart sound II based on a judgment that the squared amplitude is greater than a prescribed 
threshold value. The judging period is started based on the T-wave. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 4-7, and 9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Applicant's removal "means" plus function 
language from the claims has rendered that functional language to be considered statements of 
intended use.
